CHICAGO’S SrAKES TO CLOSE. 

Local admirere of racing will await with 
intereet the promnlfiration of the entries made 
in the Harlem and Lakeside stakes which 
closed ThDrsday. In some measure they will 
serve as an index to the majority of the 
Washington Park and Hawthorne stakes which 
close next Wednesday. They will, however, af- 
ford no cine to American Derby probabilities 
for the reason that they include no stake ex- 
clusively for three* year-olds. 

No matter what racing prospects other local 
stakes may present, the American Derby is the 
central event which overshadows all in im- 
portance. The entries that may be awarded 
this great race will be scanned with the keen- 
est interest. What the local patrons of the 
sport most keenly desire is that at least a por- 
tion of the stars of last year’s racing over the 
New York tracks will be entered. There will 
be general jubilation if the names of Mesmerist, 
Chacornac and High Order should appear in 
the list when Secretary Howard annoances the 
nominations to the American Darby of 1900. 

So far as western available material is con- 
cerned it may be assumed with reasonable con- 
fidecce that the names of Kilmarnock, Sam 
Phillips, F. W. Brode, Lieutenant Gibson, War- 
ing, Advance Guard, Yellow Tail, Erwin, Sidney 
Lucas, Thrive, Lampligbted, Mark Cheek, His 
Excellency, The Unknown, Florizar, Sam Fnl- 
len. Gold Or, Flaunt, Avenstoke, Kentucky 
Farmer, Prince of Melbourne and Star Bright 
will figure in the entries, and no one need wish 
to go farther to secure a high class field. If 
Mr. Corrigan should conclude to forego his pro- 
jected trip to England his great colt Golden 
Role will also no doubt be nominated. And 
since there is the precedent of Modesty having 
captured the first American Derby, while Miss 
Ford, Wary, Los Angeles and Retrieve landed 
in the first three in their respective years, there 
is no reason why such fine fast fillies as Anna 
Bain. Lady Elite, Elizabeth Kl< in, Ida Ledford, 
Alice Tniner and Maud Wallace should not 
have a try for the fame and fortune attending 
the disposal of the chief event of the western 
turf. 

With only live more days remaining, horse- 
owners who aspire to win their share of the 
valuable events proffered by the Washington 
Park ard Chicago Jockey Clubs have but scant 
time left in which to decide upon the stakes in 
which their chances for success appear the !

GOSSIP OF THfe TURF. 

Passing strange is the change in Tod Sloan, 
the most widely known jockey in the world. He 
returned to New York yesterday after a long 
holiday in the west. Somewhere in the great 
big west he left the snobbish little fellow with 
tense drawn face that horsemen of two contin- 
ents for long years have known es Tod Sloan. 
He has coma back a new man— as quiet in drees 
as he ever was in corversation, as modest and 
nnassuraing in manner as the quietest bey in 
the town, and fresher of face and healthier 
looking than he ever was before. 

This Sloan horsemen who called on him in 
the Imperial Hotel last night greeted with 
pleasure. The celebrated jockey bad many 
callers. Not one of them failed to remark how 
much improved in health he seemed to be sines 
last fall, when he passed through this city ou 
his way from London to San Francisco. All 
were at a less as to what to ascribe the change 
—the glorions climate of California or the 
chastening feeling which mast have followed 
fast on the realization of the fact that be was 
not the only jockey iu the world, and that Lord 
Beresford could afford to disp'enss with his 
services. 

When Sloan last passed through this city on 
his way to England ha was under contract to 
ride the Beresford horses. This time he is 
unfettered. He is not under contract to any 
owner, English or American. He goes to Eng- 
land to ride as a free lance, always with the 
nnderstandiug that Lord Beresford will have 
first claim on him while he remeina in England. 
And he may not remain in England long. If 
events do not chape themselves to suit him over 
there he will return to this country and ride the 
season out here. If he can secure accommoda- 
tioDB, he will be a passenger on one of the 
steamers sailing Saturday. If not, he will re- 
main here another week.— New York Press.
